“In the 20th century, however, 
the south has taken an ever-in- 
creasing part m the development 
of the American Jewish communi- 
ty. The record of the last 20 years 
is a clear indication that south- 
ern Jewry has shared in the cul- 
tural and economic advancement 
of the general community.” 

According to the article, there 
has been little relative change in 
the Jewish- population of the 
south between 1925 and 1945. In 
1927 there were 118,809 Jews liv- 
ing in nine southern states—Ala- 
bama, Arkans Florida, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, North Car- 
olina, South Carolina, Tennessee. 
It is estimated that about the same 
mumber live in those states today. 
Thus, while the Jews number 
more than 3 per-cent of the na- 
tion’s population, they number 
less than 1 per cent of the popu- 
lation of the south.

‘Pen Inmates’ Blood To Save 
Many Lives in Atlanta Hospitals 


By ROBERT RUTHERFORD. 


A tall, gray-headed “lifer” 
gtretches out on a simple cot at 
the Atlanta Federal Penitentiary’s 
infirmary. Standing beside him 
a young nurse efficiently- tightens 
a rubber tube around his arm and 
the big veins slowly swell against 
the skin. In a few moments the 
prisoner's blood is flowing evenly 
into the large, sterile glass flask, 
and soon a waiting ambulance is 
speeding the life-saving fluid to- 
ward Grady hospital’s blood bank. 

The above picture will one day 
become common under plans now 
being undertaken by Grady doc- 
tors, federal penitentiary officials 
and prisoners who joined the At- 
lanta Gallon Club in blood dona- 
tuons for the armed services. 

Large quantities of fresh, healthy 
blood for transfusion purposes have 
always been one of the chief requi- 
sites for both the emergency clinic 
and the ward patients of Grady 
hospital, and Dr. B. R. Thebaut, 
in charge of the hospital’s blood 
bank, feels that the proposed do- 
nations of the federal prisoners 
will do much to assure a constant 
and plentiful supply. 

AWAITS U. 8. OKAY 

The plan has already received 
the approval of the Grady hospital 
staff and of Atlanta Federal] Peni- 
tentiary officials, but a final okay 


must come from federal prison of- | 


ficers at Washington, D. C. 
Prisoners at the penitentiary 
have been willing for many 
months to give donations to the 
city hospital. Various projects of 
the prisoners which have don 
much to aid in the nation’s war 
effort have received nation-wide 
commendation, and one of their 
most widely known contributions 
concerns their co-operation with 
the American Red Cross in donat- 


i 


ing blood for wounded soldiers 
overseas. 

With the closing of the European 
war, however, military needs for 
plasma have been greatly reduced, 
and the local Red Cross agency 
recently closed its Atlanta blood 
donating bureau. 

One of the largest Gallon Clubs 
in the area was at the Atlanta pen- 
itentiary. Many of these same Gal- 
lon Club members have expressed 
willingness to donate their blood 
to private and civic agencies. 

135 PINTS A WEEK — 

Grady hospital requires an av- 
erage of 135 pints of blood each 
week. Friends and relatives of 
patients who draw blood are ex- 
pected to resupply the “bank” as 
soon as possible after the ‘rans- 
fusion is made. 

Some patients, however, especi- 
ally aged persons and strangers 
in the city, are unable to comply 
with this request, and for this rea- 
son the demand sometimes threat- 
ens to exceed the supply. 

Doctors try to overcome this 
handicap by asking. that persons’ 
friends and relatives donate two 
pints of blood for every one an 
ill friend or relative uses. Should 
Washington officials give their ap- 
proval to the proposed plan, the 
prisoners’ contributions should 
erase the threat of “no blood.” 


BLOOD KEPT 7 DAYS 

When the fluid is first drawn, 
it is sent to the blood donor cen- 
ter in the basement of the hospital 
where it is crossmatched to de- 
termine type. The technician then 
sends a specimen to the main lab- 
oratory to determine whether the 
blood came from a healthy indi- 
vidual. , 

The specimens are kept in a 
huge, refrigerated unit until need-

Most blood is 
kept a week. If not called for 
within a week; the plasma is used. 

The prisoners’ blood will be 
used in a variety of illnesses and 
accidents. At times it might aid 
in saving the life of a badly-burn- 
ed young child. Recently an 
eight-year-old youth was brought 
into the hospital suffering from 
burns which covered 80 per cent 
of his body. 

Before the child died, 50 pints 
had been administered. 

Burn cases require a greater 
amount of fluid than any other 
type of hospital case. Doctors also 
use many pints each day for per- 
sons who have been stabbed or 
who have been in serious automo- 
bile accidents. 

Dr. Thebaut estimates that with 
his present equipment and staff, 
he would be able to draw 20 pints 
of blood on each visit to the pris- 
on. The prisoners already have 
volunteered twice that amount, he 
said, and hospital officials are now 
devising methods of meeting the 
increased contributions expected.

U.S. Army Chaplains Mark 
170 Years of Proud History

FT. OGLETHORPE, July 28.—The blending of the word of 
God with the clash of arms passes its 170th anniversary tomorrow 
and at Ft. Oglethorpe civilian clergymen are being converted into 
battlefield religious leaders at an academy of military religion— 


the Army’s chaplain school. 


Some religions deem their creed 
and war can never be mixed and 
some people say there is no God, 
but the history of the Chaplain 
Corps in peace and America’s wars 
is a success story that proves the 
Bible can be carried in one hand 
and a rifle in the other. 

The first class at the Chaplain 
school since it was transferred 
from Fort Devens, Mass., to Fort 
Oglethorpe, is two weeks old and 
when the six weeks’ course is fin- 
ished 153 more chaplains will go 
out to Army units and hospitals 
with the knowledge of how to at- 
tend the spiritual needs of Ameri- 
ca’s soldiers. 

The curriculum of the Chaplain 
school includes a course of train- 
ing that has been tried and proven 
curing the 170-year history of the 
Chaplain Corps. The _studerit 
chaplains attend lectures in Army 
administration, morale and organ- 
ization, customs and courtesies of 
the service, and military law, the 
same as the students in other 
Army schools, but they are prob- 
ably the best behaved soldiers in 
the Army. 

The demonstrations and classes 
in chemical warfare, graves regis- 
tration, map reading, first-aid and 
sanitation and the big course on 
the duties of a chaplain, are more 
intense and the military clergymen 
are more attentive and conscien- 
cious than the students in other 
Army schools. 


During long, hot. drill. sessions 
On the great egg-shaped polo field 


—drill ground in the center of 
Fort Oglethorpe, the student chap- 
lains learn like any other soldiers 
the art of mass movement by foot 
and the proper method of execut- 
ing by the right flank, left face 
and to the rear march. Instruc- 
tors seldom have to shout “quiet” 
or “at ease” gs they do when 
teaching infantrymen, artillery- 
men or other soldiers. 

All denominations are represent- 
ed at the Chaplain school and 
their classes, lectures, demonstra- 
tions and barracks are arranged 
without regard to creed or color. 
Before the chaplains arrive at the 
school the War Department as- 
signs each denomination a quota 
they are requested to fill, The 
quotas and percentages are based 
on the denominational population 
of the Army and is arranged so 
that each creed will have the same 
percentage of chaplains. 


There are more than 8,000 chap- 
lains-in the Army and an intensive 
drive is under way to get 500 ad- 
ditional military clergymen. The 
Army is endeavoring to provide 
ene chaplain for each 900 soldiers.

ALARM GIVEN 


Mussolini never for a moment 
thought they were British. They 
wouldn't need such elaborate ma- 
neuvers to carry him to Salerno. 

The alarm was given, however, 
and the carabinieri guards hastily 
arnféd themselves and rushed into 
the yard. Lt. Faiola entered the 
Duce’s room and shouted: 

“Shut the window and don't 
move!” 

Mussolini stayed at the window, 
where he saw a large group of 
Germans marching determinedly 
toward the prison. 

He recognized Capt. (Otto) Skor- 
zeny and Gen. Soleti, of the met- 
ropolitan police. Mussolini shout- 
ed to the carabinieri: 

“Don’t fire. Don’t you see the 
Italian general? Everything is in 
order.” 

The carabinieri lowered their 
rifles and Skorzeny’s men came to- 
wards the Duce in formation. Skor- 
zeny was very moved. He said: 

“This task was entrusted to me 
by the Fuehrer himself. For 
months he has been planning how 
he might set you free. Today I 
have the great joy of successfully 
fulfilling the task which he set 
me to.”

All of them looked _=§ stunned. 
Some were sincerely moved and 
had tears in their eyes. 

~The takeoff was very short, be- 
ing limited by the narrow plateau 
and the sheer precipice beyond. 

Mussolini and Skorzeny entered 
the plane with the pilot and the 
ship. took off. They reached 
Quila in a few minutes and chang- 
ed to a big, three-motored plane. 

The ship flew to Vienna where 
Mussolini arrived late at night and 
was taken immediately to the Con- 
tinental hotel. 

The next day Mussolini flew to 
Munich where the Fuehrer greet- 
ed the Duce as he would a brother. 

His liberation created a genuine 
wave of enthusiasm among the 
Germans. 

Hundreds of letters and tele- 
grams, even verses, were sent to 
Mussolini from every corner of 
the German reich. 

When the Duce spoke on the ra- 
|. dio the news that he had arrived 
from Italy came as an unpleasant 
surprise. Those were the days of 
Italy’s greatest degradation with 
looting and chaos throughout the 
country. 


RUMORS NEVER DIED 


The rumor was put out that the 
speech over the radio was not giv- 
en by Mussolini. This rumor was 
a clear sign that the Italians in 
general were confused. 

These rumors never died entire- 
ly. For an explanation we must 
examine the psychology of the 
average Italian. Many of them 
thought that Mussolini was too 
tough to kill. 

He had been to the border of 
death and beyond more than once. 

He should have died at the 
Rochi hospital in 1917 when he 
was badly mauled and his leg al- 
most had to be amputated. Instead 
he survived and walked about 
with both legs healthy. 

In 1920, Mussolini was able to 
survive a most serious automobile 
accident. His car crashed into the 
gates at a railroad grade crossing. 

The gates were smashed—but 
His armor 
of bone saved him. 

Another time Mussolini’s panzer 
head saved him was when a plane 
in which he was riding crashed 
150 feet to the ground. 

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING 

Then one time Mussolini was in 
an airplane at 15,000 feet when 
it was struck by lightning. This 
was above Salerno in 1935. 

Mussolini also fought. several 
duels, but these were not really 
serious. They were more or less 
in the nature of a joke. 

Not so funny were the attempts 
to kill him in 1925 and 1926 by 
bombs and pistols in the hands 
of British and Italian men and 
women. There were other such 
fruitless plots. 

Concerning Mussolini’s physical 
condition there was a great deal 
of discussion in recent years. It 
will be remembered that Musso- 
lini discovered he had a duodenal 
ulcer in 1925. 

TOUGH MAN TO KILL 

Mussolini beat this handicap. It 
proved like all the rest of his life 
oe Mussolini is a tough man to 

ill. 

He also is a tough man to kill 
politically. 

He had several political reincar- 
nations. In 1914 the Socialists 
threw him out of their party. But 
a few months later Italian social- 
ism was finished. 

In 1919, he had the honor of 
running for office with Arturo 
Toscanini, who is therefore one of 
the first Fascists. 

(Editor’s note: Actually, Maes- 
tro Toscanini was one of Fascism’s 
first and bitterest enemies. He re- 
fused to conduct in Germany or 
Austria during the Hitler regime 
and although he loved his native 
Italy, finally quit the country 
when the Fascists hampered and 
insulted him.) 

During this election, Mussolini 
scored only 4,000 votes against 
the Communists. The Reds staged 
a mock Mussolini funeral and car- 
ried a coffin in front of his door. 
OUT OF COFFIN 

Out of that coffin came the Mus- 
solini of 1922 (when he rose to 
power). 

The 1943 attempt to knock off 
Mussolini politically and physical- 
ly was very much like that of 
1919. But he who holds the destiny 
of men in his hands willed other-

If a child is 
noisy or restless, the attendant 
places a screen around his bed so 
he won't disturb his sleeping 
neighbor. 

The kitchen, spotless and order- 
ly, adjoins the dining room, which 
is patriotically painted in red, 
white and blue. Here the children 
are served well-balanced meals, 
which always include fruits, vege- 
tables and milk. A supervisor sits 
at each table and serves the tiny 
plates. Meals are gay and pleas- 
ant, with not too much talking 
and a lot of eating. 

The infirmary, manned by a 
nurse from the Atlanta health de- 
partment, is an attractive place 
for the ailing fellow to stay—none 
of that bugaboo atmosphere. There 
are six little beds, each in a room-

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Witnesses Rip Petain 


As Terror 


PARIS, July 28.—(UP)“—Witnesses against Marshal Henri Philippe 
Petain linked his name today with the revolutionary plans of the 
Cagoule, French right-wing terrorist organization, and charged that 
he collaborated without compulsion with Nazi Germany after coming 


to power in 1940. 

Albert Lamarre, French diplo- 
mat and member of the Madrid 
embassy, said that early in Sep- 
tember, 1939, Petain gave him a 
letter from Maj. Loustaneau La- 
cau, suggesting that Petain form a 
French government with support 
of Lacau and his followers. 


Michel Clemenceau, aged son of 
“Tiger” Georges Clemenceau who 
sparked France to victory over 
Germany in World War I, accused 
Petain of handing former Premier 
Paul Reynaud and former Justice 
Minister George Mandel to the 
Germans, and implied that he bore 
a shred of responsibility for 
del’s death while in German cap- 
tivity. 7

AUGUSTA, Ga., “July 28.—

sion of trade, industry and agri- 
culture. 

A staff of 32 men are exam- 
ining the land. including the sub- 
surface, for dam sites, roads that 
will have to be relocated, and oth- 
er necessary recommendations. A 
series of 11 dams are to be built 
on the Savannah river, between 
Augusta and the north Georgia 
mountains, at an éstimated total 
cost of $141,000,000. The Clark

CHEAP POWER

“Georgia’s REA-financed co-op- 
erative lines are planned in ac- 
cordance with the principle of 
area coverage and are designed 
to reach the maximum number of 
rural consumers that can be serv- 
ed under the self-liquidating loan 
provisions of the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Act. Under an area coverage 
program, electricity is made avail- 
able to all consumers in an area 
without leaving unserved sections 
of farms stranded on the fringes. 
.This contrasts sharply with the 
methods formerly used in many 
localities where rural power lines 
are built only along highways and 
into farming sections 
high revenues immediately. 

“The present REA construction 
program in Georgia includes the 
new lines being built by 26 co- 
operatives. These projects have 
all been approved for REA loans 
and either are under construction, 
or will be as soon as materials 
and manpower are obtained. When 
completed, the lines will make 
electricity available to more than 
12,000 farms and other rural estab- 
lishments.

IMPERSONAL TONE 

The solicitor general, the sheriff 
and the county police in the rural 
counties are splendidly imper- 
sonal, stating the facts as they 
havé learned them. They are 
firm but friendly. This is the way 
it happened, they are sorry but 
they can’t help it. 

Another encouraging fact, preg- 
nant with democratic meaning, is 
noted throughout a trial and that 
is the disposition of the court to 
let the juries decide the most 
points. Thoce is a movement all 
over the nation to leave more and 
more of the questions to the dis- 
cretion of the court; that is to pre- 
siding judge, and less and less to 
the jury. 

There is likewise a movement 
on foot to cut down the number 
of jurors. Neither of these ideas 
have taken root in our Georgia 
system of judicial procedure. Our 
judges still believe in the good old 
democratic way of leaving the 
question of law and fact to the 
“12 good men and true.” This is 
a good system and well worth 
whatever it costs. 


LIKES GEORGIA IDEA 

I like the Georgia idea of giving 
the defendant an opportunity to 
tell his story to the jury, without 
interruption or questioning. This 
is peculiarly Georgia justice, no 
other state does this. Many times 
the defendant is without witnesses 
of his own and his only defense 
is his personal. statement. The 
jury doesn’t have to believe it, 
but can if it wishes or such part 
of it as it chooses. The point is 
that our Georgta courts actually

ATHENS, July 28.—The

“Conse- | 
quently, a moderate reduction in 
consumer incomes will not result 
in a corresponding decline in 
prices or quantities purchased.” 


Treanor asserted that the gov- 
ernment will continue to purchase 
very large quantities of farm prod- | 
ucts for the armed forces and for 
relief purposes and such purchases 
will not be affected by changes in

The general level of prices re-| 
ceived by farmers in June was not | 
“much different” -from that in| 
May and the index is likely to re- | 
main comparatively stable for the) 
rest of 1945, the economist stated. | 

“However, prices of certain | 
products may decline later in the 
year,” Treanor continued. “Truck 
crop prices probably will decline 
seasonally and prices of hard 
wheat of low protein content are 
likely to be somewhat lower be- 
cause of the large supply.” 


He predicted that prices of near- 
ly all livestock products will re- 
main at ceiling levels. The econ- 
omist expects the demand for 
meat to continue strong, with the 
supply less than the record sup- 
ply in late 1943 and early 1944.

Arnall, Confident Constitution 
Will Pass, Books Climax Speeches 


The campaign for adoption of 
the proposed new constitution 10 
days from now entered its home 
stretch today, with the Georgia 


Municipal Association adding its 
indorsement to the document and 
Gov. Arnall predicting it would be 
overwhelmingly ratified. 

Arnall, who will deliver speech- 
es in four towns this week, report- 
ed finding “a great majority of our 
people in favor of the new consti- 
tution everywhere I go.” He 
speaks Tuesday afternoon in Tif- 
ton, Thursday at noon in Blakely, 
Thursday night in Albany, and 
Friday at noon in Winder. 

Giving approval of Georgia’s cit- 
ties and towns to the provisions of 
the new constitution to be voted 
on Aug. 7, the Georgia Municipal 
Association said: “While from a 
municipal standpoint we were- not 
successful in incorporating in the 
new constitution our full program, 
we do feel that a great deal was 
accomplished in the behalf of our 
municipalities in the proposed new 
constitution as finally passed by 
the legislature. We feel that the 
new constitution is an improve- 
ment over the old one and hope 
that it will be ratified.” 

CITES SCHOOL PHASE 

Gov. Arnal] said that the in- 
dorsement of the new constitution 
by the County Commissioners’ As- 


sociation of Georgia and the sup- 
port accorded the new charter by 
the Municipal Association clear] 
shows that the county and city of- 
ficials recognize the importance of 
the provisions relating to county 
and city government. He predict- 
ed that many of the leading organ- 


‘izations of the state will be work- 


ing for the new charter Aug. 7 
He observed that the Georgia Con- 


gress of the Parent-Teacher Asso- 


ciation has indorsed the new docu- 
ment. School officials recognize 
that it will mean much to educa- 
tion, he said, adding that only the 
critics of progress are opposed to 
its adoption. 

Dr. H. S. O’Neal, LaGrange 
mayor and president of the Geor- 
gia Municipal Association, and 
Zach Arnold, secretary of the as- 
sociation, said their 
committees and officers worked 
constantly with the _ redrafting 
commission and the constitution 
committees of the house and sen- 
ate when the constitution was be- 
ing drawn.

“Of particular interest to our 
municipalities are the following 
provisions in the new constitu- 
tion,” O’Neal and Arnold said. 
They listed: 


1. No special or local bill can

2. Cities and counties are per- 
mitted to make zoning laws. This 
eliminates the need for frequent 
local amendments to the state con- 
stitution or legislative changes in 
municipal charters. ‘ 

3. Homestead exemption is con- 
tinued as it now exists, but the 
new section clarifies the position 
of independent school districts. 


4. Political subdivisions are per- 


mitted to contract among them- 


selves for exchange of services. 


5. Bonds may be authorized by 
a majority of registered voters 
voting in an election. 

6. A three per cent additional 
bonded indebtedness may be con- 
tracted for emergency purposes, 
but must be repaid within five

7. Political subdivisions may 
make temporary loans in order to 
stay upon a cash basis, but such 
loans must be repaid before the 
end of the year. 

8. Counties and municipalities 
are permitted to issue revenue 
bonds to build or acquire electric 
and gas utilities. 

9. The assembly is authorized to 
provide methods by which county 
and city governments can be 
merged. 

10. Home rule for municipalities 
and counties is mandatory. 

11, For a “local amendment” to 
the constitution to become effec- 
tive, it. must be ratified by the 
people affected, as well as over 
the entire state. 


12. The amendments of local na- 
ture in the previous constitution 
are clarified, harmonized and pre- 
served. 

Gov. Arnall issued a statement 
declaring that the sole issue in the 
August 7 election is whether or 
not the people desire for Georgia 
to continue to go forward. He 
said: 

“The ratification of the new

Manufacture of lime itn Georgia 
offers a profitable field for indus- 
try, H. E. Dennison, director of 
research of the State Agricultural 
and Industrial Development Board, 
recently told the agricultural in- 
dustries conference at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. 

Dennison said the manufacture 
of lime for agricultural and indus- 
trial purposes is a business of first 
importance and should be among 
the first developed on a large scale 
in this state. He pointed out that 
the accessibility of lime deposits in 
Georgia is one of the basic reasons 
for development of such an indus- 
try and cited the forthcoming 
large use of lime by the building 
trades and its expanded use in 
agriculture. 

The restlts of research activ- 
ities at the Tech experiment sta- 
tion, of which he ts director, were 
given by Dennison. He listed 
various raw materials to be found 
in Georgia and cited the various 
industries that might be developed 
in various aleas.

From 1872 to 1880 the yearly av- 
erage of baptisms was 64,936 for 
an average annual net gain in 
membership of 79,618. Baptists 
from 1881 to 1895 averaged yearly

membership. From 1896 to 1918 
average annual baptisms numbers 
119,841 for an average annual net 
gain in members of 59,053. From 
1919 to 1944 baptisms averaged 
annually 207,717 for an average 
yearly net gain in membership of 
104,099.

WASHINGTON, July 28.— 
(NANA)—There has been a grad- 
ual but decided exodus from the 
War Production Board in the past 
few months, and resignations are 
still coming in rapidly: Behind 
this parade out of the agency is 
the drastic cutting back of war 
supply contracts, the tapering off 
of many production controls, and 
the general waning of WPB’s in- 


fivence. 

Although every effort is being 
made to keep it a secret, the resig- 
nation of Chairman J. A. Krug is 
expected to drop on President 
Truman’s desk on or around the 
Ist of September. The President 
is expected to apply considerable 
pressure to get Krug to stay on, 
but the WPB chairman will quit if 
he can possibly do so.

But in the voting late yesterday, in the 
cheers that greeted individual votes; in the 
prayer-like silence that heard the official 
announcement, there was registered the 
great heart-throb of America; the tears 
and prayers of thousands of mothers and 
fathers whose sons have died in this war 
begun by arrogant and cruel aggressors. 


They were there, these fathers and 
mothers, in the crowded galleries even 
though they were in the fields plowing, 
bent over cook stoves or the cradles of 
babies with the world ahead of them: wait- 
ing at the general stores in little towns: 
nursing some wounded son or husband 
home from the war—they were all there. 
They were behind the senators as they 
And it is not a far-fetched thing 
to sav that the gray ghosts from the graves 
that dot the islands and continents of the 
world: and from the eternal 
there, too..

If among the ghosts there was one of 
that gaunt, plain, tired old Presbyterian, 
with his Presbyterian unflexibility and 
stubborness, it would not be strange. 


On July 10, 1919, he had said, asking 
for such an action, “Dare we reject it (the 
League) and break the heart of the 
world?” He had said that if we did reject 
it there would be war within a quarter of 
a century. We chose the other path-in an 
act since calléd “The Great Betrayal.” 


This time; on July 28, 1945, the senators 
did not wish to oppose it, and could not 
had they desired. 


The great heart and conscience of this 
great nation long ago had voted “Yes,” 
end added, “With God’s help we will lead 
the world away from war.”

An Object Lesson for Enterprise 


It was somewhat unusual that on the 
same day British soldiers in Potsdam and 
the conservative London Times should 
have stated the same conclusion in analyz- 
ing the defeat of Winston Churchill and 
the remnants of the old party of Baldwin 
and Chamberlain— 


Namely, as the Times said, “that the 
answer lies in the conduct and circum- 
stances of the election itself, for which 
Churchill is responsible, having intro- 
duced and insisted upon emphasizing, the 
narrow animosities of the party fight,” 
permitting “the great national program to 
be relegated to the background, diminish- 
ing the Prime Minister’s own stature.” 


To those who have studied the result 
and comments, two facts emerge beyond 
others. One is that the Labor party had 
a program. The Constitution naturally 


does not know whether the program is’ 


good for England or not. But it is a fact 
the Labor party had a program covering 
every feature of government as it touches 
the lives of the people of England. The 
Conservative party offered no program, 
but contented itself with attacking the 
Labor party platform. 


The student of politics will immedi- 
ately see in this a comparison with the 
American political scene during the Roose- 
velt era in American politics. Mr. Roose- 
velt offered a program for government as 
it touched the lives of people. That pro- 
gram was termed cock-eyed, socialistic, 
communistic, idealistic, a fraud, a lie, and 
ro on. But never did the opposition pro- 
duce a program. 


The second fact to emerge from the 


election is that the new government has 
decided, with a mandate from the people, 
that the full weight and power of govern- 
ment shall be thrown into the effort to 
solve the sociological problems of jobs, 
housing, health and hospital insurance, 
and the general welfare. This will in- 
volve the socialization of key industries, 
such as utilities, the Bank of England, 
mines, and so on. Yet, at the same time 
there will be an encouragement of initia- 
tive and free enterprise, particularly for 
small businessmen. 


No one may say if it will work. But 
it will be tried. 


This country will view the government 
with mingled interest and concern. This 
is a nation and a people which believes in 
free initiative and enterprise. As a people 
we are not socialkistically inclined. That 
is the tradition and the instinct of this 
country and we hope and believe it always 
will be. But the object lesson to free 
enterprise is close at hand. If the system 
of free enterprise should close its eyes to 
the facts of life and fail in the task of 
making the American system provide 
enough jobs, housing and medical care, it 
is inevitable that more and more Ameri- 
cans will turn their eyes toward the Eng- 
lish experiment. Assuredly, now is the 
time for those whod believe in the Ameri- 
can system to devote themselves unself- 
ishly to their country, and less to narrow, 
personal views. 


Only thus can we keep the system of 
free enterprise and individual opportunity 
which are the heart of the American 
dream, the American way of life.

There is an old Nipponese proverb which says 
“Even Fuji is without beauty to a hungry man.” 
Fuji is their sacred mountian, majestic in its 


beauty. 

Today in Japan Fuji is without beauty. 
problem is one of stark hunger. 

They are not hungry as America is hungry for some of its. ac- 
customed luxuries of steaks and roasts. cheeses and butter. Even 
America’s poor. seeking for foods which will come within an in 
come cheapened by inflated prices, are filled and fat compared 
with the Japanese. 

They are hungry as this country will never be hungry. Even 
the desperate continent of Europe. where hunger stalks. and to 
which we must somehow send some food at our own sacrifice, knows 
no hunger such as Japan knows. 

The Allied blockade has tightened and continues to restrict 
the flow of seaborne supplies from Manchuria, Korea and the south. 

Early this month our radio monitors picked up a speech by 
the minister of agriculture, speaking from Tokyo. 

“Of course,” he said, “a reduction in rations is very grave... . 
One cannot fight if one is hungry, but the mainland is being at- 
tacked day in and day out, and we must somehow be able to fight 
even if we do feel hungry. We are descendants of the Samauri 
who do not feel hungry even if they are hungry.” 

One of Tokyo’s radio commentators, in one of those curious 
slips which jar with the official propaganda, was heard the same 
day saying: “Will power can make it possible not to feel an empty 
stomach ... but this cannot be kept up for long.”

The nations are closer in under- 
standing each other than ever before. We have all learned the 
close kinship between ourselves and “foreigners” half a world away. 
That growing brotherhood reached its highwater mark with the 
adoptien of the charter of the United Nations at San Francisco. 

And the voice of Burton K. Wheeler sought to sow distrust and 
discord as senate discussion of the charter went along. True, he 
says he will vote for it. Perhaps the fact he is up for re-election 
this year makes him fearful of an adverse vote on the record. But 
at the same time he says he does not approve, has no confidence

such Wheeler in the United States senate.

We Hope They Know of other nations, reading the words 


of the Montanan. know how misrepresentative he is of the people 
of the United States as a whole. 

Every free country, with a freely elected governing body, has 
such oddities. It is only in dictatorships that unanimity can be 
compelled. 

They know in’ Britain just how little Wheeler means. For they 
have a free parliament, as we have a free congress. And, even at 
the apogee of war crisis, in the darkest days, there were one or 
two or three members of that parliament who voiced as erratic 
views as does Wheeler among us. 

France has long known what it is to hear wild talk from wild 
members of her chamber of deputies. 

But there are many nations which, lacking similar experience 
of their own, are apt to wrongfully evaluate the significance af 
Wheeler’s opinions. Some will think, just because he is a member 
of our congress, he is important, his words carry weight and have 
some sort of official sanction. 

Therein he is dangerous. For he can, thus, give false impres- 
sion of public opinion in our country. 

True, we have, so far, not lived up to the promises of the At- 
lantic Charter. We may be years before we. properly observe the 
clauses of the United Nations Charter. 

What of it? They are objectives yet to be attained. 

For that matter we are still striving, far short of complete suc- 
ce$s, to live up to the ideals of our own national constitution. 

Someday we will achieve those goals. As well as werid-wide 
brotherhood. No Wheeler, nor his ilk, can find enough monkey 
wrenches to change the ultimate attainment of world ideals. Not 
unless mankind. by abandoning brotherhood, by returning to un 
charitable isolationism, commits suicide in the meantime.

New Constitution 
Not Hastily Drawn 


If you will pardon us for stepping personally 
into our column, we would like to say that noth- 
ing makes us more tired, or irritates us more, 

than to hear someone say that the new constitution to be offered 
to the people August 7 was “hastily drawn.” We wore out several 
pairs of breeches sitting through the numerous all-day sessions of 
the constitution redrafting commission over a period of nearly a 
year... and we did not even attempt to cover the many sub- 
committee studies during the three months’ period preceding the 
full commission's public hearings. 

More time was spent drafting this proposed new constitution 
than on any constitution Georgia has ever had. There is historical 
proof of that. 


: : Nearly one and one-half years was spent 
Historical Proof drafting the proposed new constitution. The 
most time spent on any of the preceding seven Georgia constitutions 
was six months—and the people didn’t get a chance to vote on that 
one. With the aid of Miss Ella Thornton, state librarian, we ob- 
tained the following record of constitution drafting and adoption: 

The constitution of 1777 was drawn by a convention in four 
months. It was adopted by the drafting convention, and the people 
were not permitted to vote on it. The constitution of 1789 was 
drafted by one convention, adopted by a second convention, and 
revised by a third convention during a total elapsed time of six 
months. These groups were trying to co-ordinate the state consti- 
tution with the newly passed federal constitution. It was adopted 
without submission to the people. The constitution of 1778 was 
adopted by a convention—without submission to the people—in 22 
days. The constitution of 1861 was drafted in two months. The 
convention was called to draft the ordinance of secession, and stayed 
on to draw up a new constitution. This constitution was approved 
by the people. The constitution of 1865 was drafted in 14 days and 
ratified by the people. The constitution of 1868 was drawn in three 
months and adopted by the people. The constitution of 1877—under 
which the state is at presently operating—was drawn between July 
11 and August 25. It was ratified by the people. 


. . : While the most appalling thing 
Legislative Convention about these past constitutions is 
the fact that the people got to vote on only half of them, critics 
of the new constitution will quickly point out that every one of 
them were drafted by “conventions” instead of a so-called “hand- 
picked” commission. The redrafting commission was not so “hand- 
picked” as some would have you believe. Part of the members were 
named by the senate; part by the house; part by the supreme court: 
part by the appellate court; part were automatically put on as 
members by the legislature since they were state officers, and part 
were named by the governor. They came from different parts of 
the state. They represented various businesses, various organiza- 
tions, and vdrious political factions. Few opponents of the new 
constitution can stack up in ability with such mental giants and 
constitutional authorities as were included in the membership of 
the commission .. . such as, for example, the late’Supreme Court 
Justice Warren Grice, Appellate Court Judge Hugh MacIntyre, Frank 
Foley, Rep. J. W. Culpepper, House Speaker Roy Harris, Attorney 
General Grady Head, Hatton Lovejoy and Gov. Arnall. 


No convention drew this constitution. As a matter of fact, didn’t 
the 1945 legislature serve as a constitutional convention? The 1943 
legislature, by a near unanimous vote, called for a commission to 
draft a constitution. The commission started work late in 1943, 
and its efforts were publicized before the 1944 general assembly 
elections. Everyone knew that the 1945 legislature would have the 
new constitution before it. Many candidates asked election on the 
grounds that their ability and experience would be needed for this 
historic task. When the people elected their legislators in 1944, 
weren't they in reality choosing the men they wanted to draft their 
constitution? 

The “hastily drawn” constitution of 1945 was deliberated over 
quietly for nearly a year by an expert commission. It was changed 
in a few respects and virtually unanimously approved by the legis- 
lature, which spent two sessions daily for practically all its session 
studying the document. It will be submitted to the people. This 
is in contrast to past constitutions which were ltoudly debated in 
the confusion of large conventions for a few weeks and then some- 
times not submitted to the people.

WASHINGTON.—An impression that persists 

from senate debate on the San Francisco Charter— 

_— - A group of men, confused but hopeful, under 
the spell of titanic forces far more powerful than they, which they 


cannot quite understand, dealing 


with an unknown quantity in the 


mechanism they are creating to keep the peace of the world. 


All the tumult of the tragedy 
that spread itself over the world, 
sil the agony of suffering, the 
cries of the wounded and the white 
faces of the dead, the anxious and 
pitiful appeals that this shall not 
happen again—all of this beats in 
upon them. 

They feel puny and lost in the 
magnitude of the thing that con- 
fronts them: that is, most of them 
geem to feel that way. A few, 
however, such as Senator Wheeler, 
Democrat, Montana, profess to feel 
very sure about everything, to be 
confident that nothing much can 
come of what may be done here. 

The humble attitude of most 
senators is heartening and encour- 
aging. So is the spirit of hope 
that inspires them. So is their 
faith that the mystery of the fu- 
ture can somehow be solved. 

They are, in another sense, like 
a board of directors sitting in the 
presence of an inventor with a 
dazzling new idea. The gentle- 
men about the table listen, grad- 
ually convinced jhat it might 
work out, but hesitating at the 
urge of practicality, knowing it 
hasn't been done before. Yet, in 
the end. a majority are willing 
to stake their money and their 
reputations and that of the com- 
pany upon it, somewhat uncertain, 
but hopeful. 

So has progress come in the ma- 
terial things of this amazing me- 


chanical world in which we live. | 


Could it not come in the field of 
human relations? Could not some 
way be found for men to live 
peaceably with one ané@ther in 
what has come to be a very small 
world?

London Is 
Full of Aliens 


London is full of aliens just now, civilians 
as well as military personnel. Those in the armed 
forces are lucky in this respect: that they do not 


have to go through the “alien mill.” 


The phrase is my own, and 


probably both inaccurate and meaningless, but I assure you that it 


is quite a mill. 

And who are the aliens? They 
are the bent old Norwegian peas- 
ant buying a paper before the 
Adelphi theater at the Strand; two 
young men of India escorting a 
fair English girl; a foppish French- 
man and his ultra-smart mother; 
® visiting librarian from New 
York on his way to Rule’s for 
lunch; the fugitives from those Eu- 
ropean countries that were over- 
run by Nazis. A great many of 
them are poor. The money and 
possessions with which they es- 
caped are long since gone. 

Some of the wealthier and more 
fortunate_French ones came from 
the United: States -on the- John 
Ericsson recently. We called them 
the returning “Bourbons’’—which 
was not a great exaggeration. 
They had sat the war out in Park 
avenue apartments, their jeweled 
hands were weary from holding 
‘bridge cards; ani when the sea 
breeze was cool in the evening 
they snuggled down inside their 
$30,000 blue mink coats. They had 
loads of luggage and of food. (Me, 
in my simple ignorance, I had 
obeved the State Department’s in- 
structions to restrict luggage to 
175 pounds—of which only five 
pounds might be food.) In addi- 
tion to those supplies, the Bour- 
bons bought daily at the ship’s 
P-X cases of scarce items, razor 
blades, fountain pens, Kleenex, 
Milky Ways, Peter Paul Mounds. 
Whether they were buying them 
for themselves or for resale is any- 
body’s guess. But I watched them 
stroll dlong the deck, holding their 
dogs on leashes, and I wondered 
what sort of reception they would 
get on their return to France. One 
of the more intelligent passengers, 
a Belgian, asserted his belief that 
s revolution—like the one Russia 
had after World War I—is not im- 
possible in France. And if it comes, 
those Bourbon heads may be the 
first to fall. This does not mean 
that I am predicting an early revo- 
lution in that country: all I know 
is what I heard from better-in- 
formed passengers on the boat. 

These in London are different, 
for the most part; more serious, 
. less arrogant. «The newcomers of 
all nations are required to regis- 
ter with the police within a few 
davs after arrival, and there is no 
more interesting sight in this busy 
old city than the registration room 
at Vine street police station. Here 
gre your aliens: an elderly couple 
- from Norway—he is tall, distin- 
guished in appearance, and his 
cigaret case has a crest on it; but

his air is not arrogant. There's a 
farmer (“a ploughman,” someone 
whispers) from one of the Bal- 
kan countries; his mustache needs 
trimming and he and the police- 
man have difficulty in understand- 
ing each other; the official is firm 
in his denial of some request, and 
the old man turns sadly away. 


A dozen clerks are busy making 
out records, copying passport num- 
bers, pasting photographs on blue 
cards, taking down the essential 
facts of uprooted lives—wander- 
ers on a foreign strand. My hus- 
band whispers to me to notice 
their bearing: if their attitude is 
cocky and overbearing, they have 
either British or American pass- 
ports, he says. If they are hunible 
or afraid, or protesting shrilly 
some decision, you'll discover that 
the shabby woman is a Yugoslav, 
and the boy with hands that are 
dirty, but an artist’s hands, is Ro- 
manian., At 4 the clerks retire, a 
few at a time, for tea, and the 
aliens move on to Caxton Hall to 
apply for ration coupons. 


Here, too, you wait your turn, 
moving up a few chairs at a time, 
sitting for hours, it seems, until 
you hear the beautiful word, 
“Next.” 


Just ahead 6f you is a heavy-set 
man reading reviews of plays. His 
American passport has a name 
that looks like Gilbert Miller— 
can this be the New York play 
producer? Here is the Australian 
woman (married to a Scotsman) 
who came over on the Ericsson, 
and you deplore with her the ne- 
cessity of registering for food. But 
you can only eat for five days in 
London without coupons. At the 
end of that time your hotel sends 
you a stiff notice; and you wonder 
if the jails have improved since 
Dickens’ time. 


It doesn’t make matters any 
easier to be an alien only tempo- 
rarily; you have to fill out all the 
forms, register at all the offices, 
report to the embassy, et cetera. 
Then you marry a British subject, 
become one yourself, and all the 
forms have to be amended and 
corrected, It throws the civil serv- 
ants into what we used to call a 
“swivet” down south. They are 
accustomed to British girls marry- 
ing Americans and going to the 
States to live, but this business of 
an American woman marrying a 
Britisher just now completely up- 
sets their routine. 

With a passport, an identity 
card, a marriage certificate, my 
husband’s birth certificate and 
identity card, two new ration 
books (valid in a few weeks), 
extra coupons due the Mayfair 
hotel, a d emergency coupons for 
a fortnight’s trip to Scotland, I’m 
pretty well authenticated and for- 
tified. But the name on my Amer- 
ican passport has yet to be 
changed at the U. S. embassy. An 
American passport—I had not re- 
alized what a precious thing that 
is. Men have fought, killed and 
been killed for them. What a 
proud thing it is to know that one 
can be British by marriage and re- 
tain one’s American citizenship! 
That, to my mind, is eating your 
cake and having it, too.

Election 


The sensational overturn in 
Britain will inevitably have effects 
on the organization of the peace, 
U. S.-British relations, and, indi- 
rectly, on American politics. But 
it is not expected to cause sweep- 
ing alterations in the general 
course of British foreign policy. 
Although under Conservative con- 
trol, the Churchill government was 
a coalition. Foreign policy was 
not a major issue in the campaign. 

It is anticipated, however, that 
the Labor government will be 
somewhat more sympathetic than 
Churchill was to liberal-leftist re- 
gimes in Europe and more lib- 
eral in its approach to colonial 
problems. Shifts in these respects 
would put British policy more 
nearly im line with American pol- 
icy. Churchill’s personal attach- 
ment to the royal houses in such 
countries as Italy and Greece and 
his stout imperialism were contin- 
ual causes of disagreement be- 
tween him and the late President 
Roosevelt. 


The possible effects of the po- 
litical overturn on the extent and 
vigor of British participation in 
the war against Japan also will 
‘be watched closely in Washing: 
ton. There is no longer so vital 
a matter 4s it once. seemed to 


and 1942 they were 
through Roosevelt, for definite 


time defending himself from at* 


British commitments to fight with 
us, in major strength, until Ja- 
pan surrendered. Such commit- 
ments were given. 


But by the time of the second 
Quebec conference, in the early 
fall of 1944, the attitude of the 
American strategists toward Brit- 
ish participation had changed very 
considerably. ° Our own offensive 
had already carried us to the 
doors of Japan. We had the 
strength to finish the main job. 
There remained, however, a big 
cleaning up job to do in southeast 
Asia and the East Indies. The 
American view was that’ this 
should be done by the British, the 
Dutch, and the others. who held 
title to these territories before the 
war and obviously think that they 
should have back what they lost. 


Mr. Churchill, although he did 
not dodge this cleaning up task, 
insisted upon a front line posi- 
tion for British forces. Mr. Roose- 
velt accepted his proffer of aid of 
the British navy in the offensive 
against Japan proper and it was 
understood that other’ British 
forces would take part in the final 
assaults on the Japanese home- 
land, although possibly only on a 


token scale. 


We already have such a prepon- 
derance of naval power that the 
addition of the British Pacific fleet 
is frankly regarded by some of our 
naval officers as a concession to 
Mr. Churchill’s desire to uphold 
British prestige. Thé main job 
before the British in the Far East 
is still to clean the Japs out of 
southeast Asia and the East Indies. 


A rearrangement of the Pacific 
command is expected soon, by 
which Lord Mountbatten will take 
the responsibility for all the by- 
passed areas south of the Philip- 
pines, leaving Gen. MacArthur 
free to prepare for the assault on 
Japan. Unless Japan surrenders 
in the near future, and the Japa- 
nese army commanders in the 
field surrender with the home gov- 
ernment, the task before Mount- 
batten will require considerable 
naval and air forces, as well ,as 
large quantities of amphibious 
equipment and ground troops. The 
American high command ‘has in- 
sisted that this cleanup job be 
done without American personnel, 
except possibly a token represen- 
tation. And it would like to have 
it done without further drains on 
American production and Ameri- 
can shipping. It seems likely, 
however, that we will have to 
provide some of the equipment. 


It is doubted here that a change 
in the British government would 
produce any alteration in Pacific 
war plans. Mr. Churchill made 
his commitments as the head of 
a coalition of which the heads 
of the Labor party were mem- 
bers. Mr. Attlee has been at his 
side at the Potsdam conference 
where, it has been revealed, 
Mountbatten has been called into 
consultation. And, apart from all 
other considerations, it is thought 
extremely unlikely that any Brit- 
ish government would fail to 
make the military effort necessary 
to drive the Japanese out of areas 
which: they wrested from the Brit- 
ish empire.

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Home Is 


What You Make It 


Nellie Courtney knows why the British—the 
ae prewar British, anyhow—dressed for dinner in the 
es jungle. She has been doggedly referring to a table 

as “the dining room” for two years. 


It’s not that Mrs. Carlile Court- 
ney, of 602 Second street, Apart- 
ment 5, Marietta, Ga., is opposed 
to the ancient and accepted Amer- 
ican custom of eating in the 
kitchen. By choice an occasional 
meal-in cozy proximity to the 
cooking and dishwashing center 
of the house is all right. But 
when you have no choice it be- 
comes a matter of principle with 
you to remember that once you 
HAD a dining room and you may 
again have one. 

So Mrs. Courtney with four red- 
headed youngsters’ ricocheting 
around in her way in a housing 
project’s combination living room- 
dining room-kitchen daily sets a 
table with candles and flowers 
and her best silver, smooths her 
hair, powders her noses and says 
graciously but firmly, “Come into 
the DINING ROOM, children.” 


Ig Pat, the red-headest one, oc- 
casionally gives her trouble by 
realistically pointing out that it is 
a table—not a room—and is only 
three feét from the stove, at that, 
Mrs. Courtney takes it philosoph- 
ically. Just-so the children under- 
stand that meals are properly eat- 
en in a dining room and don’t 
get in the habit of yelling across 
the playground, “Come on in the 
kitchen, Judy; dinner’s ready.” 
That's the best she can hope for. 


Nellie Courtney, slim and blue- 
eyed and a college girl when she 
married Carlile 10 years ago, is 
both the despair and the delight 
of housing project authorities. 


The despair because she will 
not: let her apartment alone, de- 
spite more or less stringent rules 
against tenants altering the prem- 
ises. And the delight because by 
her efforts to make a home out 
of the drab, impersonal little cu- 
bicle she occupies she has created 
a spot of comfort and charm that 
has inspired other tenants to fix 
up their apartments and live in 
them contentedly for the dura- 
tion. 

“T felt like one of the pioneer 
mothers when I moved in this 
place two years ago,” Mrs. Court- 
ney confesses with a grin. “They 
were so newly finished the gas had 
not been turned on and we had 
to cook on canned heat for a week. 
Everybody was complaining about 
the apartments and my. husband 
said we'd just camp here for as 
long as we had to stay. Well, I 
knew we ight be here a long 
time and 1 ‘dtan't intend to ‘camp.’ 
I don’t know but they tell me men 
get as tired of camp life as women 
do. I said to myself, ‘Uh-huh, 
Nellie, you camp and you'll have 
nobody but yourself to blame if 
Carlile starts not coming back to 
camp after a hard day at work. 
A man needs a home.’” 


So home is what. Mrs. Courtney 
set about achieving. Her housing 
project, one of the earlier and less 
pretentious ones in Cobb county, 
was built of hollow tile with ce- 
ment floors and walls and ceilings 
uniformly and unimaginatively 
washed over with good buff paint. 
No trees shaded the little commu- 
nity and fine red clay on rainy 
days flowed by her doorway, un- 
impeded by a grass blade or a 
twig. 

Today a low white picket fence 
encompasses the Courtneys’ door- 
yards, front and back. A white trel- 
lis archway covered with morning 
glory vines shelters the front en- 
trance and the raw red of tile 
walls is softened with other climb- 
ing vines with shrubs under the 
eaves and clumps of marigolds and 
zinnias. A little flagstone walk 
meanders to the front. gate 
through a fine solid stand of 
smooth green. grass. (“Fifteen 
pounds of seed, it took.) . Inside 
she has wrought a similar miracle. 
The walls and ceilings of her com- 
bination living room-dining room- 
kitchen as well as the three bed- 
rooms are a soft blue. (“The hous- 
ing office will give you all the buff 
paint you need to fix up your 
apartment and you could buy a lit- 
tle blue and mix it to get green— 
if you like green. I hate green 
nearly as much as I hated buff 
so we bought all our paint.”) Wall- 
paper borders pasted up by hand 
enliven the rooms and the cement 
floors are completely covered with 
blue marbelized lineoleum. (“Or- 
dered from a mailorder catalogue 


and put down by ourselves. Cheap” 


—but doesn’t it look expensive?’’) 

The furniture that came with 
the apartment, simple and substan- 
tial blonde tables and chairs and 
beds and chests of drawers, has 
been supplemented with the few 
things the Courtneys brought with 
them and with a lot of energy and 
imagination. Nellie took the mat- 
tress and springs off one of the 
furnished twin beds, filched hol- 
low tile from a pile near the hous- 


s 


ing office, and made herself a 
comfortable and decorative couch 
for the living room. The built-in 
shelf that screens the kitchen and 
sink from the front door holds 
books, pretty china, her pet silver 
goblets and thriving little potted 
plants. There are crisp curtains at 
the windows and bowls of flowers 
from the yard and a general air of 
comfort and permanence about 
the place. 

Nellie will tell you in one 
breath that the plan is to tear 
down all the buildings in her par- 
ticular housing project after the 
war. And in the next breath she 
tells you of a new plastic paint 
“that fills all the cracks and would 
make it possible for me to paper 
right over this tile—and I'd just 
love to have wallpaper in one 
room, at least!” 

Occasionally somebody deplores 
her expenditure of money and en- 
ergy on a temporary war housing 
home but Nellie Courtney still re- 
gards her investment as sound. 
She computes her total cash ex- 
penditure at around $100 and 


|doesn’t attempt to add up the fun 


she’s had. 

“After all, we’ve lived here two 
years and two years is not such 
a short time in my life that I can 
afford to have no home for my 
husband and children that long,” 
she points out, reasonably enough.

Roosevelt administration and re- 
cen brought up again in con- 
gress—finds the public more even- 
ly divided in its opinions now 
than a year ago. 

When Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
campaigning for a fourth term last 
summer there was a general feel- 
ing throughout the country that, 
after the election was over, steps 
should be taken to limit future 
presidents to two terms in office. 
With the death of Roosevelt, how- 
ever, and the inauguration of a 
new president, fewer people think 
action to limit presidéntial terms 
is necessary, although the ones 
who do favor it still form a ma- 


jority. 

The question put to voters 
ithe 48 states by field reporters f 
the Institute was as follows: 


“Would you favor or oppose a 
law which would keep all presi- 
dents of the United States from 
being elected for a third term?” 


A similar question was used in 
a survey a little over a year ago, 
and a comparison of the vote fol- 
lows: . 

Favor 
Limiting 
Terms Opposed 

May, 1945 60% 40% 

Today 58 42 

In the latest survey one voter 
in 20 (5 per cent) expressed no 
opinion on the issue. 

In July of last year, during the 
Roosevelt-Dewey campaign, opin- 
ion was sounded on the issue of 
limiting presidential terms in the 
future, after the 1944 election. The 
vote was thus without reference to 
the Roosevelt candidacy or to the 
political campaign. It showed 66 
per cent in favor of limiting terms 
in the future, to 34 per cent op- 
posed. 


The reduced majority today as 
ompared to last year is caused 
primarily by a change in senti- 
ment among Republican voters. 

During the latter years of Roose- 
velt’s tenure in office, Republicans 
were overwhelmingly in favor of 
preventing any more third or 
fourth terms in the future. With 


in 


his death, however, fewer G. O. P.| 


voters think passage of a law is 
desirable to stop third terms. 

The changed sentiment is shown 
in the following comparison of the 
vote by political parties today and 
a year ago on the presidential 
term limitation:

Clearly the country’s attitude on 
this issue depends largely on who 
happens to be president at any 
given time, and how acceptable he 
is. to the opposing party.

As I Was Saying

Immediately after V-J Day it 
is reported that a poll of next-of- 
kin of all soldiers killed overseas 
will be taken to ascertain if their 
bodies should be returned to this 
country. Establishment of a new 
national cemetery near Macon, is 
also announced, which will take 
care of any bodies not desired for 
private burial places. Thus Ma- 
con will shortly rival Marietta as 
the resting place for thousands of 
our state’s heroic dead. 


I have been giving considerable 
thought to this matter soon to be 
decided by a national poll of sol- 
diers’ next-of-kin, and I do not be- 
lieve, had I been killed on the 
beaches of Normandy, or at Saler- 
no or Anzio or Iwo Jima or Oki- 
nawa, I would prefer that my 
body be returned to this country 
for burial. Rather I think I should 
wish to remain wherever I had fal- 
len, fighting for world-wide broth- 
erhood and freedom for all men. 


I cannot help but feel 
thought was shared by many who 
fell in action. There are many 
more considerations than a pure- 
ly personal one, I feel, in this 
important matter. For one thing, 
it seems to me it would be almost 
impossible for the government to 
guarantee to relatives that every 
body requested can be returned 
to the states. I have seen nu- 
merous photographs showing 
American dead piled high as a 
fence in certain sectors. I have 
seen at least one photograph show- 
ing a huge bulldozer which was 
called into action to bury an ac- 
cumulation of bodies after a par- 
ticularly bloody battle. In many 
other localities of battle no cas- 
kets were immediately available, 
and bodies were lowered into 
graves on stretchers, with a mere 
piece of canvas or other material 
spread carefully across it. 

In the case of the Navy, I be 
lieve nearly &ll its dead are buried 
at sea, or along some stretch of 
beach or seacoast. Identification 
in numerous instances, due to de- 
composition and other elements 
entering into the situation, would 
be impossible. 

But aside from all the forego- 
ing factors, I cannot but believe a 
soldier would prefer to rest for- 
ever where he has fallen, one with 
the heroic dead, side by side with 


this; 


his vs buddies who suffered the 
same fate. A faraway gS 
somehow, a, foreign stretch o 
beachhead, or a clearing on some 
strange mountain terrain, seems 
to me to speak out more eloquent- 
ly as a place to claim their gal- 
lant dead, rather than some Amer- 
ican national ce far remov- 
ed from the actual scene of battle. 
I have wandered 

of the battlefields pert abe 
France, which are the resting 
place of American and British 
dead of the last World War, Two 
particular shrines I have in mind 
are the cemeteries at Chateau 
Thierry and Belleau Wood, which 
battles were particularly costly in 
lives of our American troops. They 
are well cared for, flowers are 
placed on those graves at regular 
intervals, the American or British 
or French flags wave pridefully 
over their country’s heroes’ graves. 
The wind and sun have mellowed 
those small crosses at the head of 
each gave. Poppies have grown 
back, their scarlet and yellow 
flames almost catching the wind 
afire, in passing. Birds sing in 
small clumps of shrubbery placed 
at intervals about the cemeteries, 
and all! in all it is a highly fitting 
thing that these brave men sleep 
at the scene of their heroism and 
final sacrifice. 


Of course this is a very personal 
problem which every next-of-kin 
must decide for himself. But I 
hope, in all earnestness, many of 
these heroic dead will be allowed 
to remain where they fell, one 
with the heroes of all time. This, 
I believe, would be their own in- 
dividual wish.

The stir among dog owners is 
gathering momentum over the pos- 
sible passing of a bill now before 
congress which, if passed, will 
cease to make dogs “personal 
property,” but will throw them in 
the category of livestock. The bill 
was introduced by Mr. Rees, of 
Kansas, and is known as H. B. 
1986. 


There are quirks in the bill that | 
would work a big hardship on 


dog owners and in many instances 
cause grief. The trend of the bill 
will bring dogs under federal regu- 
lations. Interstate shipping seems 
to be a large factor, innoculation, 
and a ban: on shipping dogs with 
communicable diseases. This is 
interpreted as a measure to keep 
down disease in cattle. The ma- 
jority of- dogs that are shipped 
are valuable, well-kept animals. 
Too, many states now 
health certificates and rabies in- 
noculation before allowing dogs 
to enter. 

In most municipalities livestock 
must be kept a certain distance 
from habitation. In Atlanta hogs 
must be kept 300 feet away, horses 
and cows 30 feet. If anyone real- 
ly wanted to go to bat and en- 
force the law your dog would have 
to be kept at one of these dis- 
tances.

forced German forces to retreat 
across the Lauter river last De- 
cember. 

The award will be flown to At- 
lanta from Washington by Maj. 
Gen. Richard Donovan, deputy 
chief of staff for service com- 
mands, and presented at noon in 
the commanding general’s office, 
headquarters, Fourth Service Com- 
mand.

ROVER. Traveling 73,000 miles to

“So solly’’ would be ‘“‘so 
sowwy” if said correctly — the Japs 
can’t pronounce “‘l.’’ Donald rates 
a Scotch burr the most difficult to 
imitate, Irish brogue the easiest. 
Donald statistics: He has written 
over 500 radio shows, has appeared 
in nine Broadway plays. He is dialect 


He steals accents 


king of the networks and has appeared 
on 80 per cent of the top radio pro- 
grams. He lives in New York with 
his lovely wife, “Jo,’’ hates hats and 
wears his coat like a cape. He plays 
gin rummy, loves kippered herring. 

Not long ago a lady hurried down 
Sixth Avenue after him, asked for his 
autograph and told Pete if she could 
ever do him a favor ... Pete broke 


in and said no. The lady said, “‘Well,- 


if I ever can, I’m in charge of reser-

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Time Won't Wait

War has taught Americans 
this important lesson .. . 


N THE depths of the Pentagon there is a 
restaurant sacred to field officers. It is 
one of the few places in that teeming, 
preoccupied warren where a professional 
soldier can let his hair down-and talk the 
technique of his trade at his ease, off the 
record and to an audience of purely pro- 
fessional listeners. 

Here, any day, you will see the young 
fighter pilots just in from distant, flak- 
angry skies, describing with swoops of 
their outspread hands exactly how they 
came in for the kill. Or you may watch, 
spellbound with the other stay-at-homes, 
while a boyish infantryman moves the 
forks and spoons to show how they sprung 
one on the Japs at Saipan. 

These kids tell their experiences — 
even down to the thoughts that flickered 
through their heads in combat — as sheer 
matters of factual, technical interest. It is 
the how-to-do-it that fascinates them and 
their hearers. 


But if you listen with a reflective ear 
you will catch, now and then, an overtone 
of wisdom that applies to all of life itself, 
however humdrum and far from battle. 
There will come a flash, an unstudied 
phrase that puts into eloquent words, 
without any intent on the narrator's part, 
a maxim you will always remember. 

One such phrase tumbled out the other 
day from the tight lips of a grim, tanned 
young major fresh from the Philippines. 
The kid bore a citation for leading a bat- 
talion in one of those quick thrusts which, 
by exploiting a suddenly-revealed weak- 
ness of the enemy, had won a whole action. 

He was telling half a dozen enviously 
respectful staff officers, each old enough to 
be his father, precisely how the maneuver 
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had worked — illustrating it, soldier fash- 
ion, with an upturned plate for a hill and 
tableware for troops. As the salt cellar 
pushed the last spoon off the plate there 
was a “Whew!”’ of admiration, and a red- 
faced old colonel burst out, “You cer- 
tainly had all the angles figured on that 
one!”’ 

The young major glanced up sharply, 
then grinned. ‘‘No,”’ he said. “‘I just took 
one quick look, saw it could be done and 
went in... If you look too long, you 
never go.”" 


Ricut there are eight words you could 
paste in your hat or hang on your wall or 
stick under the glass top of your desk. 
Yes, you under the panama, you at the 
workbench, you behind the battery of 
push buttons. 

You may never, please God, have to go 
into the kind of places where such kids 
are still going. But if you want to get 
where it counts in peacetime life, you can 
reflect — and your own experience will 
bear it out— that the proverb “Look 
before you leap”’ has a sequel: “‘But don’t 
look too long.”’ 

Too many of us look — and keep on 

looking — until we scare ourselves into 
never leaping at all. It is so human. The 
longer we gaze, the more we magnify the 
chance of a slip and 2 fall, the less we have 
the nerve for a strong, sure jump. After- 
ward, we have only the pale, deceptive 
satisfaction that we, at least, didn’t crack 
up. 
_ But the men and women who go places, 
whose enterprise has brought America 
through the years and the wars, and whose 
energy is going to shape its future, are 
the ones who take one look, see that It 
Can Be Done — and Go.

Prairie beasts on a Michigan 
farm! They’re there because 


Ed Butters gambled all he had 


on a “‘crazy idea’’ — and won 


N A cattle farm in southern Michigan a. 
couple of hundred wild buffaloes are at 
home on the range. They got there because a 
36-year-old farmer named Ed Butters saw a 
way to do something about the meat short- 
age and tackled it with American ingenuity. 
Two years ago he was worrying about the 
scarcity of meat — wondering what he could 
do to open up a new source of supply. That’s 
when he decided to raise buffalo. 

Today Ed Butters is in the buffalo business 
in a big way. He’s trying to build his herd to 
500 head, so that he can supply the market 
with 100 animals a year. And it all started 
with a “crazy” idea. 

One November night in 1943, Mrs. Butters 
read aloud from a magazine article about 
buffaloes. Midway, Ed jumped up. ““That’s it! 
Buffaloes will be different, and we'll raise ‘em 
for meat.” 

Mrs. Butters laughed, and didn’t take him 
seriously. 


Started With 21 Animals 


Once he’d made up his mind, he wrote to 
the Department of the Interior, to zoos, 
professors and everyone who might know 
anything about buffaloes. Then he located 
a small herd of 21 to start with. And he 
whisked about the country looking for more 
buffalo or bison, as they are correctly 
called. 

On his trips he talked with hotel food 
buyers, trying to create a market for 
buffalo meat. Some were interested, but 
timid. Others sneered at the very suggestion. 

“I had to find a man daring enough to try 
something new,”’ he says. 

In New York, Ed managed to win the ear 
of Lucius Boomer, of the Waldorf-Astoria. 
As a result, buffalo meat headlined the menu 
of Mr. Boomer’s Christmas Party as planked 
steak. And it was a sensation. 

Overnight, voices of eastern gourmets were 
praising a pioneer commonplace. Ed was in- 
terviewed, guest-starred by radio, tempted by 
fat contracts for exclusive supply. 

Friendly as a puppy socially, Butters 
proved as sharp as a bull buffalo’s horn in a 
business deal. With markets lined up, he had 
to find more animals. He located a surplus 
government herd of buffalo, asked the banks 
for loans to bid on it. Interesting idea, said 
the banks. But their money belonged to solid 
citizens who weren't in the habit of taking 
financial pot-shots at wild animals. 


Couldn’t Borrow From Neighbors 


Back home in Coldwater, Ed tried to bor- 
row money. Staid citizens shook their heads. 

“Ed,” they’d say, “‘you’re crazy.” 

He wasted no further time on skeptics. 
Instead, he mortgaged everything he owned, 
laid plans for outsmarting competitors in 
bidding for the government herd. 

At last, Butters headed for the Indian 
Agency Office at Pine Ridge Reservation, 
South Dakota — 1,000 miles from home. His 
bid was successful. He was owner of a herd 
of 250 buffaloes — scattered 50 miles 
from the nearest settlement. 

People laughed. ““You've never shot a gun. 
Now you're trying to be a buffalo hunter.” 

“I'll learn,”’ Butters answered. “I'll butcher 
some. And I'll bring the rest out alive.” 

“How are you going to get ‘em out?” they 
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jeered. “Nearest. railroad’s at Merriman, 
“Nebraska.” 

Ed had an answer. “‘I don’t know. But I’ll 
figure it out.” And he did. 

Perhaps you read in the “Saturday Eve- 

g Post” a few weeks ago how Ed and his 
héfpers corralled the shaggy-headed monsters. 
‘How he and the native Indians on his payroll 
bucked a savage spring gale and evil tempers 
of the animals to finish the roundup, butcher- 
ing 75, and corralling the rest. 

With two carloads of buffalo meat riding 
the rails to New York, Ed had a moment to 
take stock of his new enterprise. In the East 
the meat would retail up to $1.25 a pound 
Nothing to worry about — except that his 
financial shoestring was about to break. 

“‘Mortgages behind me,’’ he says, grinning, 
“the government closing in, workmen to pay, 
Mrs. Butters, Gloria and the other three 
children back home in Michigan...! The 
meat check had to come through — or 
I’d be bankrupt before an Indian rider 
could bring me the news.”’ 

The check came through. Seventy-five 
butchered animals had saved him. Ed paused 
just long enough for a smoke, then dived into 
the job of live-shipping the rest. He'd raise 
them like stock on his Michigan farm. 

Among the 175-odd buffaloes Ed loaded was 
a little woolly, four-months-old calf. It nuz- 
zled close to its 1,500-pound mama. When 
the eight cars were almost loaded, the young 
fellow balked. He refused to go along — 
and mama wouldn’t go without him. 


Tipped Mama on Board 


Wuen they got the calf on board, mama 
refused to budge. Finally, they gingerly 
dropped a chain over her head, tipped her on 
end into the car — and the train was off. 

After their 1,000-mile trip, the buffaloes 
were put into a temporary corral. 

Meantime, the word got around. Hundreds 
of people began to swarm out to the farm. 
Traffic was snarled, roads jammed. When 
the herd shied away, the crowd followed. 
Ed recognized the danger of a stampede, 
patrolled the corral constantly. 

Even when welders finished a tough steel 
fence to hold the animals, Ed’s troubles con- 
tinued. Crowds never let up. Neighbors de- 
manded to be paid for helping to direct 
traffic. Others charged curious strangers for 
directions! In exasperation, Ed put up signs 
announcing that exhibitions would be held 


each Sunday. And now, as each Sunday rolls 
around, he mounts a saddle horse and herds 
his animals up where visitors may view them. 

‘Almost every time, several animals charge 
me,’’ Butters says. He had intended to de- 
horn the herd, but he has not yet “worked 
up his nerve.’ 

In addition to the crowds of curious visi- 
tors, there are stacks of mail every day. Some 
are legitimate business letters, others are 
honest inquiries. One man stated that he 
expected a small calf to be shipped on receipt 
of his letter, price no object. 


Growing Feed Takes Time 


Eb anp his wife attempt, evenings, to 
answer all the correspondence. They feel 
they owe it to interested people. But by sun- 
down Butters isn’t in a letter-writing mood. 
“‘What people forget,’”’ he says, “is that 
buffaloes have to eat. I’ve got several hundred 
acres under cultivation now, growing feed 
for them.” 

These are just a few of the responsibilities 
of a growing business. And it’s still growing. 
In the past few weeks some 35 to 40 calves 
have been born. “I don’t have an accurate 
count,”” Ed says, grinning. “‘Can’t find any- 
body to go in and count ’em for me!”’ 

Butters has to work constantly at business 
contacts. Recently he sold a whole animal for 
a banquet in Detroit. Butters attended in 
person, rubbed elbows with big businessmen 
like Henry Ford II. 

To supply his New York market, he does 
all of the butchering himself. He has also 
learned to turn his animals into profits as 
by-products. He contacted taxidermy firms, 
learned that mounted buffalo heads bring 
high prices. So do robes. Buffalo tongue is a 
gourmet’s dream. It’s black, and can’t be 
faked. 

Butters is making arrangements now 
to have some of his buffalo meat canned 
for overseas shipment. A supply will also 
be- kept at his farm to sell to visitors. 

Altogether, Ed has turned his “‘wild idea’”’ 
into a profitable reality. But he’s getting rest- 
less again. He has another venture in the 
works. And it’s a tough one, he says. He can’t 
talk about it yet, but it’s something abso- 
lutely new and different. 

Mrs. Butters isn’t laughing this time.

Fish, better be on your guard! 


ET the fish of America be duly warhed: 
Their postwar future is dark and danger- 
ous. For the servicemen are coming home. 
Even before the war, fishing was the top 
American sport. More money was spent on it, 
more people participated in it.. Now it is one 
of the main solaces of soldiers assigned to the 
occupation in Europe. The Army just flew 
the famous fishing team of Michael and Helen 
Lerner, with Captain Ed Wall, one of Miami's 
leading fishing guides, to Europe as expert 
counselors. 

It hasn’t always been like that. At the 
beginning of the war, there wasn’t any GI 
fishing tackle, nor any expert advice. But the 
boys went fishing anyway. A Red Cross 
director from the South Pacific wrote: ‘“They 
are fishing with legging laces and tent ropes

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for want of something better.”’ A special 
service officer in the Fiji Islands: “‘We’re 
fishing with hand lines and homemade shears.”’ 
A sailor in the Pacific: ‘“‘I use a mason line 
and a piece of welding wire.”’ 

On the South Atlantic, Seaman Basil Izzi 
found himself adrift. Lacking tackle, he wrig- 
gled his toes in the water. A shark rose to the 
bait, and Izzi and his two companions caught 
it with a noose. 

That was definitely not fun, but Izzi sur- 
vived for 83 days and was finally rescued. 
Many other castaways were less fortunate. 
and died. Then the services began stock- 
ing life boats and rafts with emergency 
fishing kits. They have saved many lives. 

Méantime, letters from soldiers all over the 
world who just wanted to go fishing for fun 
poured onto the desk of Mike Lerner. With 
Philip Wylie, the novelist, S. Kip Farrington, 
Jr., author of books and articles on game 
fishing, and Julian Crandall, manufacturer of 
fishing line and tackle, he devised and assem-

bled the lifesaving fishing kits. So he got the 
committee together and worked out a new kit 
purely for recreational use. 

Lerner himself paid for 3,000 of the kits 
and headed a drive which supplied 33,000 
more, distributed through the Red Cross. 
Then the Army’s Special Service Division 
took over, and began distributing hundreds of 
thousands. GI fishing on a global scale really 
got under way. 


Caught Many Fish 


IN ENGLAND, GI's fished from punts in 
the Thames. They caught salmon and trout 
in the streams and lakes of Scotland. In 
Curacao, they hauled in huge _ kingfish 
one an 80-pounder, setting a new record. In 
Burma, GI's found fish which had never seen 
a hook The natives merely tossed a poison- 
ous plant in the water and scooped up cas- 
ualties. 

Of course, there were big ones always get- 
ting away. Sergeant J. C. Lucke wrote to

Lerner about ‘‘a dandy stream” he and some 
companions found 6,000 feet up in the Hima- 
layas. It was full of fish — “‘schools of them 
picking their teeth on the line.’’ But, the 
sergeant complained, the directions that came 
with the kits had omitted something: “How 
in hell do you get the fish to bite?’ Some of 
the boys, the sergeant admitted, had be- 
come so exasperated that they had 
finally used hand grenades for bait. 

All in all, the war, even with its horrors 
and hardships, has given American fisher- 
men-in-uniform more rare and exciting fishing 
experiences than they ever dreamed of. When 
they get back and join all the civilians who 
are just waiting to go fishing again, experts 
agree that we shall see a trek to the streams, 
lakes and rivers that will undoubtedly set 
new records. 

General Mark Clark, when a reporter asked 
him a few months ago what he planned to do 
after the war, gave an unhesitating answer.

Grass skirts are one 
of the crazier items 


OPA has to deal with 


VER hear of the black market in 
hula skirts, taro root, steaks, 
garlic? They may seem a bit comi- 
cal to you, but they’re no joke to 
nearly 3,000,000 people. They’re no 
joke to OPA officials, either, who 
have to find means of enforcing price 
The millions who depend on such 
exotic items in their daily lives are 
the residents of four of our territories: 
Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands. When they, like 
the rest of. us, were hit by rising 
prices, Congress told OPA to include 
them in its price-control and ration- 
ing job. The fact that this territorial 
population is made up of 37 differ- 
ent races, all with varying languages 
and customs, makes the OPA man’s 
lot not a happy one. 


No Gas Rationing 


One investigator in Alaska had to 
travel 800 miles by dog sled in order 
to check prices in outlying towns. 
Reindeer meat was one of his main 
worries; others were dog harnesses, 
fur boots and rents on wooden 
shacks. On the other hand, an ordi- 
nary vital commodity like gasoline 
didn’t interest him much — gas isn’t 
even rationed in Alaska. (fronically, 
iceboxes are rationed, but don’t ask 
us why.) 

One of the headaches of the 
Alaskan OPA is the mere matter of 
answering mail, much of which 
comes in from .sourdoughs and 
Indians who are not strict gram- 
marians. A recent letter, more lucid 
than most, runs: 


O,P.A, 
Dear Sir: 

I have been getting my overhalls 
made up throu the hubb clothing 
store at Anchorage and a year ago 
the co said they could not make up 
any more without a order from the 
O,P.A, 

and that is whot I am asking fore 

a order fore 6 pairs of overhalls 
size waste 60 inches 

I have tryed my commissary and 
they just throw thear hands up in 
the airlike.

Officials referred the rotund gen- 
tleman to a tent shop in Seattle. 
They think he got his overhalls 
okay. 

In Hawaii the OPA doesn’t have 
the travel difficulties of Alaska, but 
in some respects the job is even 
tougher. The population includes 
Chinese, Melanesians, Koreans, Jap- 
anese, Portuguese and Filipinos. 
Trying to keep living costs down is 
a jigsaw puzzle affair, but it is being 
managed. A typical OPA board in 
Honolulu lists this melange of names: 


Walter Aloian, 
Shoichi Kawasaki, 
Fred Ifo, 

K. F. Lum, 
Thelma Akana, 
John York. 


Perhaps the most curious com- 
modity that must be watched is the 
hula skirt. Hawaiian girls wouldn't 
think of wearing such gimcracks as 
daily dress, but our soldiers and 
sailors get a kick out of sending them 
home as souvenirs. And it’s up to 
the OPA to sce that they’re not 
reoked by black-market prices. 


Of all four territories, price con- 
trol is most important in Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. Take a 
typical Puerto Rican laborer, Mar- 
garo Rosario: He supports a family 
of eight on $6 a week, the house- 
hold diet being chiefly rice. In 1942 
rice rose from about five cents a 
pound to as much as 40 cents. If 
your own grocer jumped bread to

80 cents, milk to $1, and eggs to $5, 
you would know just how the 
Rosarios felt. They and their neigh- 
bors were literally saved from ruin 
when the OPA stepped -in. 

The Virgin Islands were in 
much the same boat as Puerto 
Rico, except that the staple was 
corn meal instead of rice. The 
problem there has been particularly 
difficult because there are practically 
no radios on the Islands; the OPA 
has had to bring its case before the 
people in primitive: fashion. Open- 
air meetings have been held through- 
out the territory, and the natives 
have flocked to them like circuses. 
They bring refreshments and hurri- 
cane lanterns, and settle down for an 
evening of speechmaking. 


Songs of the OPA 


At one meeting a tropical thun- 
derstorm cut loose, and the Ameri- 
can OPA supervisor started to run 
for cover. But when he saw that 
not a soul in the audience took the 
slightest heed of the downpour, he 
returned and sat Spartan-like while 
his suit shrank to _ strangle-hold 
dimensions. , 

But all in all, the OPA is very 
fond of the four territories, despite 
the headaches they present. The 
reason is understandable — price 
control has become popular in every 
one of them. In Puerto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands, they even sing songs 
about how wonderful the OPA is. 

As one member in Washington 
headquarters put it: “If somebody 
in the States would only write a 
song about us, I'd be willing to sit 
through a thunderstorm every day 
in the week.”’

AMBURGER ribbon to sell 

by the yard is the newest 
cellophane packaging trick ready 
for the meat packers. The ground 
beef is seasoned, shaped into pat- 
ties, then heat sealed between two 
continuous. strips of film, each 
“burger” individually enveloped, 
and the meat cake chain accordion- 
pleat folded into a square window- 
topped box. Hamburgers for din- 
ner — pull out one end of the rib- 
bon, snip off the number of “burg- 
ers” needed, peel off their casings 
and into the pan. 


FROZEN MILK will be elbowing 
its way into the deep-freeze units. 
By a newly perfected freezing pro- 
cess the milk thaws out as natural 
and fresh tasting as the product 
the milkman leaves on your door- 
step. In all previous methods of 
freezing the fat in defrosting sepa- 
rated to form an oil film over the 
liquid. Thousands of pints of this 
new type frozen milk are doing war 
duty in overseas hospitals. Post- 
war this is planned for marketing 
where fresh milk is a luxury. 


FORECASTS in the quick-frozen 
food world are as numerous as

baked. Yeast products, we learn, 
must first be defrosted and let rise 
again before going into the oven. 
A famous New Orleans restaurant 
has formed a foods company to 
market cooked dinners quick- 
frozen, then delivered by air. 


NOW EGGS can be kept fresh for 
several months at a time if treated 
by a new thermo-stabilizing pro- 
cess in which the fresh egg gets a 
five - second, boiling - hot - water 
bath. This sets the albumen in an 
invisible film just under the shell, 
thus preventing evaporation and 
safeguarding the eggs against the 
infiltration of bacteria. A _ top- 
grade egg treated in this manner 
will remain in perfect condition 


‘for at least two months. An un- 


treated egg put into cold storage 
starts deterioration in a fraction 
of that time. Heat-treated eggs 
have been packed for the Army 
and will be offered to civilians 
come the victory. In cooking, these 
eggs behave as any eggs — except 
they take longer to whip. 


TENDER THE MEAT toughies by 
sprinkling with a liquid product 
derived from green papaya, which 
contains an enzyme rich in papain, 
a product possessing the power of 
digesting protein. It opens, it 
softens the fibrous and muscular 
part of the meat, pre-digesting it 
gently. Easy to use: Brush the 
liquid lightly over the meat’s sur- 
face and leave a minute or more, 
depending on the thickness and 
toughness of the cut, then imme- 
diately to cook. The liquid works 
effectively with all types of meat, 
also poultry and game.

Here’s how one “‘little 
business”’ is helping 
veterans to get going 


NFANTRY veteran Alex Remalgas 
whistles as he works. A few 
feet away, Fred Crowell, a dis- 
charged Air Forces sergeant, hums 
a merry counterpoint. 

Each is a skilled craftsman, 
busy turning out expensive leather 
accessories— women’s belts, shoul- 
der bags and gun cases. They use 
only simple tools and their hands 
on this old-fashioned job. 

Fred and Alex are among the 
first ‘‘disabled’’ war veterans slated 
to master leathercraft at Phelps 
Associates in New York’s Green- 
wich Village. The business, mod- 
elled on the “little shops’’ of ‘ex- 
pert European craftsmen, is run 
by America’s top designers in 
leather: William Phelps, a veteran 
of the last war, and his wife, Eliza- 
beth. 

When Fred and Alex were dis- 
charged, doctors said each had 
a 30-per-cent disability in re- 
lation to his prewar job. “Yet 
here, both are one hundred per cent 
able,”” says Bill Phelps. “Jobs like 
these are duck soup for men with 
much worse injuries. All a fellow 
needs is sight and hands. And we 
want more veterans than we've 
been able to hire so far.’’ 


Just A Beginning 


Tue Phelpses’ comfortable Man- 
hattan workshops, sprawled over 
three floors in a loft building, are 
just a beginning. They have al- 
ready put a down payment on a 
layout in Pennsylvania, where 
there. will be room for other “‘little 
shops” specializing in horn, bone 
and metal crafts. Simple machines, 
needed for these harder materials, 
are just waiting to be manned. 
Expansion will be limited only by 
the numbers of vets who apply for 
jobs. 

The Phelpses believe so thor- 
oughly in craft careers for dis- 
abled veterans that they even en- 


courage some to become competi- 
tors. Bill has been giving detailed 
advice to more than 200 ambitious 
young men, eager to start busi- 
nesses like his own. 

“But to make a success,”’ Bill 
warns, “a man must have a flair 
for design and about $4,000 in 


- cash — to carry him along while 


he’s getting established.” 

It takes about three months to 
break in a new worker in the busi- 
ness of making belts, bags and gun 
cases by hand. But it takes about 
three years for him to learn every 
process. “‘No previous training or 
skill is necessary," the Phelpses 
claim, “so long as a fellow knows 
where his fingers are. And it’s in- 
teresting work because you do all 
of it yourself.”’ : 


No Speed-Ups 


Hic quality counts here, and 
so there are no tough production 
schedules that might mean nerve- 
racking speed-ups. 

Some 200 types of belts and as 
many kinds of purses are hand- 
fashioned at Phelps Associates. 
Bill and Elizabeth dream up the 
new designs; but the men and 
women at the benches often 
think up small improvements — a 
better catch on a bag, a different 
flap. 

One war veteran, Frank Justich, 
became so interested in that angle 
of his job, that he resigned from 
Phelps Associates to study shoe 
design. The Government is paying 
the tuition — and the shrapnel 
Frank stopped in the African cam- 
paign won't interfere a bit with 
his plans. 

The Phelpses got started in the 
leather business by accident. ‘‘Bill 
made a couple of leather belts as 
gifts for me,’ says Elizabeth. 
**Friends begged to buy dupli- 
cates, and we decided to give 
them the chance.”’ 

That was six years ago. The 
Phelpses feel that by now they've 
proved that the machine age still 
has a place for skilled handicrafts- 
men.
